Aud in ano- 
ther Place he ſays, — Few there are, or ra- 
ther none at all, as fat as I have been able 
to obſerve, who refuſe to allow the Teſtimo- 
ny of the Primitive Writers, its due Weight 
and Authority, ſuch only excepted as have 
not read them, or are afraid of their Evi- 
dence; and therefore to divert us from the 
true Senſe of the holy Scriprures, in diſcove- 
ring which, thole Interpreters have commonly 
the beſt Succeſs; who moſt carefully compare 
them with other Books of the ſame, or the 
next Ages, as the beſt Criticks always do in

be conciſe and few, and give us but Imper- 


fect Notions of their Belief and * Practice. He 


proceeds to obſerve that, The Senſe of Scrip- 
ture is better opened by the Practice which 


followed immediately upon their Publication, 
than by any modern Comments, which too 
often ſpeak their Author's Prejudices, and con- 
vey to the Reader no other Notion than of his 


Scheme or Syſtem. The Fathers, -- continue 
he, of the firſt Centuries might infiſt very pro- 
perly upon the Advantage of their Traditions, 


which flowed at that Time down to them in 
a pure and eaſy Channel, where any foreign 
Mixture would have been preſently diſcer- 
ned, and an appeal would immediately have 
been lodged againſt it in the Apoſtolical * 
Churches. And again. Religious and phyſio- 
logical Inquiries are thus far parallel, that they 


have come neareſt to the Truth in both ot

lations And once more, It is the Glory of 


our Engliſh Church, and what ſhe often boaſts 
of, that ſhe is the neareſt of any now in the 
Chriſtian World to the Primitive Model. It is 
not, I preſume, denied that ſhe might be nearer 
ſtill ; and if her Glory be great for being ſo 
near, it would certainly be greater if ſhe yet 
were F'nearer '- nde 

Dr.  Biſse thinks it one great Argument for 
the Dignity of the Clergy, that they are Succeſ- 
ſors to the Fathers, the Uſe of whoſe Writings 
he admirably deſcribes in the following Para- 
graph. This one Thing the Time allows, 
and the Times oblige me to mention as a 
Glory inherent in the Character of the Fa- 
thers ; that as they were appointed by God 
to be the Ambaſſadors, ſo were they acknow- 
ledged by Men to be the beſt Interpreters of 
the Word of God, that Law of the moſt 
High; even as the Judges in our Iſrael, which, 
though not the Authors, are referred to, as 
the Interpreters of our Law. And as the Re- 
ports and Decrees of ancient Judges, which 
reſt in their Graves, are the Rule of the pre- 
ſent that ft on our Tribunals; as theſe ſtand 
and ask for the old Paths, which is the good 
Way, determining it to be the good, becauſe 
old: fo the ancient Writings and Interpreta- 
tions of the Fathers, the Authority of each

taking Place with their Antiquity; have been 
are, ought, and muſt be, the Rule of Judging 
in all ſucceeding Ages of the Church, Such is 
the Authority of the ancient Fathers, next in 
Degree, as in Time, to that of the poſtles; 
the Fathers as Interpreters, the Apoſtles as En- 
diters of the holy Goſpel; both called to 
be preachers of it, both our Anceſtors in the 
Chriſtian Prieſthood. And thoſe that are Sons, 
who believe the Inſpiration. of the one, gene- 
rally ſubmit to the Interprerations of the 


Dr. Waterland gives us his Suffrage in theſe 
Words, What we pretend is, that we have 

as good Proof of the Doctrine of the Church, 
as of the Canon of Scripture. Whether the 
Church, after the Apoſtles, was as infallible as 
the Apoſtles themſelves, is quite another Que- 
ſtion e We think it very unlikely, that the 
Apoſtolick Churches ſhould not know the 
Minds of the Apoſtles, or ſhould ſuddenly 
vary from it, in any Matter of Moment. We 
upon it as highly improbable, that the 
Faith of thoſe Churches ſhould run counter 
to any Thing in Scripture, ſince they had the 
beſt Opportunities of knowing what Scrip- 
ture meant, were made up of wiſe and good 
Men, Men who would ſooner die than com- 
mit any Error in that Kind wilfully, Upon 
this, we believe the concurring Judgment ot 
Antiquity to be, though not infallible, yet

falle that the Scriptures cannot be for us, where 
the Fathers are againſt us ; for he thus beſpeaks 
the Perſon he is writing againſt ;, As you cer- 
tainly want one, ( Namely the Fathers) ſo it 
is A probable, that you haye nei- 
ther, for this very Reaſon, among many o- 
f thers, becauſe you have not both. This Ar- 

ent is of Force and Weight, and will 
hardly yield to any Thing ſhort of [| Demon- 
firation. And in another Place he affirms, 
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that if what appears but probably to be taught 
in Scripture it felf, appears certainly to have 
been taught by the Primitive and Catho- 
lick Church ; ſuch probability ſo confirm'd and 
ſtrengthned carries with it the Force of + De- 
monſtration. 

Dr. Knight ſpeaking the ancient Fathers . 
aſſembled in the Council of Nice, ſays, To theſe 
it becomes us to make our Appeal, in Con- 
troverſtes relating to the Nature and Perſon 
of the Son of God, as able Witneſſes of the 
Mind of Scripture, and the common Tradi- 
tions and Doctrines of the Church.

ure. And Biſhop Bull ſays, It is obſervable, that 
2 thoſe ancient Liturgies have been al- 
tered and corrupted in after Times by many 
Additions and Interpolations; yet there are in 
all of them ſtill remaining many excellent and 
Divine Forms of Prayer and Thankſgiving, 
wherein they do all perfectly agree, and which 
therefore cannot reaſonably be thought to have 
any other Original than Apoſtolical Order and 
Appointment, delivered to the ſeveral Nations 
and People, together with the firſt preaching 
and Plantation of Chriftianity among * them. 
Having thus ſhewn, that the Chnrch of Eng- 
land pays. a great Regard to the Primitive 
Church, I ſhall in the next Place make it appear, 
that the Opinion that the Euchariſtical Symbols are 
not conſecrated wit hout a Prayer of Bleſſing (which 
in the following Sheets is proved to be the Doctrine 
of. the primitive Church ) is alſo agreeable tothe 
Principles and Declarations of many famons Wri- 
ters of the Engliſh Church.

ers, are indeed uſeful Preparatories to. ſo great a Myſtery, 
but have no Share in the Conſecration, The Words of 
the Council of Florence in the Decree againſt the 
Armenians, referr'd to by Bellarmin, are theſe, Tom.

The contrary Opinion of the Greeks. 


The Greeks on the other hand deny, that the 
Conſecration of the. Sacramental Elements is per- 
form d by the mere repetition of Chriſt's Words, 
This is my Body, This is my Blood, and as every Crea- 
ture is ſanctiffed by the Nord and by Prayer, according 
to 1 Tim. iv. So they teach, that partly the recital 
of Chriſt's Words, and partly Prayer, which is 
founded upon thoſe Words, is neceſſary to the 
Conſecration of the Euchariſtical Bread and Wine, 
as appears not only from Nicolas Cabaſilas's Ex- 
polition of the Liturgy, chap. 27, 29, and 30. Tom.

by Nicolas Cabaſilas, at the End of cap. 29. Tom. 
XII. Bibl. M. Patrum. p. 482. c. that there was ro 
Inſtance of any Apoſtle or Doctor of the Church, who de- 
dared the Words of our Lord, which were ſpoken of the 
Myſteries by way of Nurration, to be ſufficient to conſe- 
crate the Gifts.

more fully hereafter. Beſides, which ſhould be 
well obſerved, as manifeſtly ſufficient to confute 
that Expoſition, in thoſe Liturgies God is deſired, 
not ſimply and barely to make to us the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt, but to change the Bread and 
Wine by the holy Ghoſt, and ſo to make them the

the Sacramental Symbols is a proper and abſolute 
Paſſion or Affection ot them, which plainly fignt- 
fies an Alteration in them, not an Efficacy or 
Fruit in us. Nor is the Bread and Wine then 
changed into the Body and Blood of Chriſt, when 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt are made a ſpiritual 
Food to us, but that is done before, and is a di- 


ſtinct Action from the other: The one is made up- 


on the Altar before the Sacramental Participation, 
the other in us at the Time of the Participation, 
and after it. When therefore the Prieſt beſegches 
God, according to the Direction of the holy A- 
poſtles, ro ſanctify the Sacramental Symbols by the 
Holy Ghoſt, and to change the Bread and Wine 
into the Sacrament of the Body and Blood of the 
Lord, thoſe Words cannot mean, that the "=

And hence 
it 1s, that they are defired of God in different 
Words and Prayers in the ſacred Liturgies ; for 


after the Prayer for ſanctify ing the Bread and Wine 


and changing them into the Body and B.ood of the 
Lord, there fo!lows a diſtin& and peculiar Petition 
in thofe Liturgies, that the Gifts ſo conſecrated. 
may be profitable to us for ſpiritual Nouriſhment. 
and our Salyation, as appears from the Paſſages a- 
dove mentioned: But S. Baſil's Liturgy will ſet the 
Matter ſtill in a clearer light, where there are two 
Prayers, one, in which the Prieſt prays that the ſa- 
cred Gitts may be changed and turn'd into the 
Body and Blood of Chtilt; the other follows a few

Unite 
ali us who' partake of this one Bread, aud Cup, in the 
Communion of one Spirit, aud ſuffer none of us to par- 
take of the Body and Blocd of thy Chriſt to our 25 
ment or Condemnation, but that we may find Mercy aud 
Grace with all thy Saints, who have pleaſed thee from the 
beginning of the World. Since then there is a plain 
ditterence between them, they ought not to be con- 
founded. To omit other Objections, which might 
be urged, I ſhall only add one thing more againſt 
the Exception alledged : Which is, that a great 
Number of the holy Fathers affirm, that the Eu-

the whole is perſefted, that it may only become the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt. The Body of Chrift alone and his 
Blood is the Sacrifice in every reſpect, bleſſed, approved, 
- confirmed, reaſouable,. and acceptable. That it may be 
made the Body and Blood to us; It is emphatically writ- 
ten to us, that is, the Profeſſors of the Catholick Faith. 
And Stephanus Æduenſis in his Book of the Sacra- 
ment of the Altar, cap. 13. col. 389, expounding 
the Prayer before us, ſays, We pray that the Food of 
Men may be made the Food of Angels, namely that the 
Oblation of Bread and Wine may be tranſubſtantiated 
into the Body and Blood of Jeſus Chriſt. In ſhort, 
Bellarmin himſelf, as if he had forgot his former 
Argument, gives his Opinion in the following 
Words, Book 2. concerning the Maſs. chap. 23 
We pray not, ſays he, for the conſecrated Euchariſt, but 
for the Bread and Wine that is to be conſecrated : T

do we defire God to bleſs and ſaniify the Body and Blood 
of Chriſt, but to bleſs and ſanctiſj the Bread and Wine, 
that by that Benediction and Sanctification it may be 
made the Body and Blood of the Lord. In this Petiti- 
on then we ask, both that the Bread and Wine 
may be changed by the holy Spirit, and pals into 
the Body and Blood of the Lord, and ſo be made 
a perfect Sacrifice, and alſo that it may be for the 
Uſe and Salvation of the Faithful. So that Bel- 
larmin is in the wrong, when in the Place firſt ci- 
ted he ſays the latter only is petition'd for. Nay 
in the firſt Prayer of the Canon, Ye therefore, moſt 
merciful Father, humbly beſeech thee through Feſus Chriſt 
thy Son our Lord, to accept and bleſs theſe Gifts, theſe 
Offerings, theſe holy unſpotted Sacrifices, when the 
Prieſt calls for a Bleſſing upon the Bread and Wine, 
he petitions for the very Conſecration of thoſe 
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ſtulat Sacerdos, ipſam horum ſymbolorum 
conſecrationem rogat, ut iterum laudati Com- 
mentatores nos docent. Quippe Florus, col. 
168. A. Peiimus, inquit, ut bæt Spiritu tus 
ſanctiſres, atq; ore benedicas, ut quod noſtræ hu. 
militatis geritur mini ſterio, tua virtitis inmlea- 
tur eſectu. Eadem plane habet Remigius An.

Wie deſire "thee, ſays he, to ſanflify theſe Creatures 
with thy Spirit, and bleſs them with thy Mouth, that 
what is done by our weak Miniſtry, may be filled with 
the Virtue of thy Power. Remigius of Auxerre deli- 
vers himſelf in the ſame manner, col. 449. B. O- 
do of Cambray more fully explains the Word bleſs 
in the Prayer before us, col. 315. Seq. by multiply 
ing Grace upon them, increaſing their Dignity, nay by 
Turning hem into the moſt excellent Immortal and 
zncorruptible Creature. Stephanus Æduenſis col. 379. 
B. is of all the moſt expreſs, when he thus para- 
phraſes the Word bleſs, that by thy Benediction thou 
would'ft cauſe them to be converted into that Body of 
thy Son, which bung upon tbe. Croſs, which was glorified 
iu the Reſurrection, aud deified in the Aſcenſion.. To

conclude, Bellarmin himſelf, Book 2. coneerning 
the Maſs, chap. 21. in his Anſwer to Luther's ſe- 
cond Objection againſt this Communiom Office, 
ſays, though they be holy, yet ſbou d they be made more 
ſo by being changed into the Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
aud therefore we rightly petition God to bleſs and ſantti- 
y them, namely, that by this Means they may become 
the Bedy and Blood of Chriſt. From whence it is e- 
vident, that there is a perfect Agreement between 
the Romiſh Miſſal and the Liturgies above cited 
in this reſpect, that both of them call upon God 
by holy Prayer for the Conſecration of the Bread 
and Wine, though they differ in the Situation of 
that Prayer, for in the Liturgies of James, Mark, 
Clement, Gregory, Baſil, Chryſoſtom, and Cyril, 
the Words of our Lord are placed firſt as the Foun- 
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dation, and then follows the Prayer that is foun- 
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ponuntur verba Domini, deinde ſequitur ii 


innixa oratio, qua Deus rogatur, ut demiſſo 
ſpiritu ſancto panem & vinum in corpus & ſan- 
guinem Chriſti tranſmutet; in Miſſa autem 
Romanz Eccleſiæ ſimiles iſtis preces conſecra.

ded upon them, in which God is intreated to 
fend down his holy Spirit, and to change the 
Bread and Wine into the Body and Blood of Chriſt; 
but in the Maſs of the Romiſh Church the conſe- 
crating Prayers, which anſwer to this, are placed 
firſt, that upon pronouncing the Words of Chriſt, 
This is my Body, This is my Blood, the Bread may 
immediately be made the Body of Chriſt, and the 


Wine the Blood of thc Lord. What Force there 


is in Bellarmin's third Reaſon, which is taken 
from the Teſtimony of the Greeks in the Council 
of Florence, any one may judge from what J 
have before obſerved in this Diſpute concerning 
the Acts of that Council. For Beſſarion with one 
or two more embraced the Opinion of the Latins, 
without the Knowledge and Conſent of moſt of 
the Greeks, and made a Speech in Defence *

But the whole Eaſtern Church ſtill kept cloſe to 
the Opinion, which they had received by Tradi- 
tion from the holy Fathers, namely, that the Eu- 
chariſt is not conſecrated by the mere recital of 
Chriſt's Words, but alſo by additionary Prayers. 


Therefore, notwithſtanding the Paſſages above 
cited from the ſacred Liturgies, and thus far vin- 
dieated from the Exceptions of the Latins, may 
be ſufficient to confirm the Opinion of the Greeks, 
yet that the Conſent of the Catholick Church may 
more fully appear, I ſhall in a regular Order ſub- 


join the Teſtimonies of the particular Fathers in 
all Ages.

Thoſe 
Works of Origen, from which other Teſtimonies are pro- 
duced, are extant only in Latin, and that miſerably in- 
terpo/ated ; but his Piece agginſt Celſus, from whence 
this Paſſage is tranſcribed, we have in Greek, as it 
was written by the Author, pure and uncorrupted.

HAT Action, which in the Celebration

H E Form of Conſectation, and Opinion of the

ancient Churches, and is by ſome of the Fathers 
expreſsly reckoned amongſt the unwritten A poſto- 
lical Traditions, and is Dare hinted at in the 
very Writings of the New Teſtament, cometh un- 
doubtedly from the holy Apollles, if not from our 
Lord himſelf, and ought therefore by no Means 
to be changed, otherwiſe it will make the Con- 
ſecration doubtful, or at leaſt unlawtul for them 

that underſtand this Matter. 


Now in che Form of Conſecration of the Eü- 
chariſtical Bread and Wine, by which God is in- 
treated to bleſs and ſanctify theſe very Elements 
by his Divine Grace and Holy Spirit, and in the 
Doctrine that thoſe conſecrated Symbols are ſan- 
ified and altered, if not in their Subſtance, yet in 
their internal Qualities, ſo that they have in 
themſelves the Virtue of our Lord's Body and 
Blood ; in this, 1 ns, have Catholicks, as well 
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as Hereticks agreed- in the Age immediately fol- 
lowing the holy Apoſtles 3 and both ſuch a Form 
of Conſecration and Doctrine, hath ever been kept 
in all ancient Churches; and the former is by 8.

ſent of Catholicks and Hereticks in the Age next 
to, the holy Apoſtles is a plain Demonſtration ; be- 
cauſe-neicher the Latter were willing to receive Da- 


arines and Forms of Prayer from the Former, 


much leſs the Former from the Latter; and there- 


fore their Conſent muſt be founded upon an an- 
tecedent Authority, which they both did ac- 


knowledge, I mean that of the holy Apoſtles, or 


of our Lord himſelf: But if all theſe forementio- 


ned Topicks concur together in the ſame Do- 


ctrine or Practice, it is ſtill more, and the ſame 
is of an irreſiſtible Force, like to the Proot of the 
Authority of the Four Goſpels and other Apoſto- 
lical writings, which ſtandeth upon the ſame 
Foundation, and hath, as for the ancient Hiſtories, 
not ſuch a Conſent of them; for the Ebionites re- 
ceived only S. Matthew's Goſpel ; the Corinthi- 
ans, or rather the Marcoſii, S. Mark's; the Mar- 
cionites, S. Luke's; the Valentinians, S. John's; 
as Irenæus tells us lib. 3. cap. 2. not to mention 


others. Whereas I can ſhew the Conſent of the 


three Latter in Proof of my minor Propoſition, a- 
bout the fore- mentioned Form of Conſecration and 


Doctrine of the conſecrated Elements, to which 
I now proceed. 


We have three Forms of the Euchariſtical Litur- 
gy uſed in the three firſt Centuries, 1. That in 
the 8th Book of Clement's Conſtitutions, which I 
take to be the earlieſt Form of the Church of 
Jeruſalem, next to the Apoſtolical Ape, very lit- 
tle interpo/ated. 2. That of the Church of Je- 
ruſalem in the 2d. 3d. and 4th. Centuries, which 
runneth under the Name of S. James. And 3dly. 
That of the Church of Alexandria, which bea- 
reth the Name of S. Mark. In S. James's Litur- 
gy the form of Conſecratioa is, Tom.

down his Holy Spirit, and ſanRify the Elements 


of Bread and Wine to be the Body and Blood of 


Chriſt, theſe cannot be imagined to be added in 


latter Ages, unleſs we could ſuppoſe, that one 


Hand or Authority did it every-where ; ſince 
not only thoſe, but twenty and more other Litur- 
pies of latter Ages, in different Nations and 


Tongues, have all the ſaid Form, which likewiſe 


is mentioned by ſo many ancient Fathers of the 


Catholick Church. But to prove clearer the Apo- 
ſtolical Antiquity of this Form of Conſecration, 
and that thereupon dependant before-mentioned 
Opinion of the Change in the conſecrated Ele- 
ments; J will cite three Catholick and three He- 
retical Witneſſes of the firſt three Ages after 
Chriſt- I begin with that old Heretick Marcus 
the Magician, of whom Irenzus lib 1. cap. 1.

As the Matter and Form are inward and eſſen- 
tial Parts of a Thing, and the outward Perfe- 
ction of it is the right Uſe to the End for which

They believed, that the ſaid Bread and "Wine 
were not only memorial” Sigus, or Repreſenta- 
tives of "Chriſt's Body and Blood, but that they in 
a myſterious Mannet were the ſame verily and in- 
deed, although not accotding to the groſs Com- 
pages, or Subſtance, yet according to the Spiritu- 

al Energy, Valor, Grace, and Virtue of his holy 
Fleſh and Blood communicated to the bleſſed Ele- 
ments, by the Power and Operation of the Holy 
Ghoſt deſcending upon them, like as he did upon 
the bleſſed Virgin, when the perſonal Body and 

Blood of Chriſt was to be fotm'd out of her Sub- 
ſtance. Whence they teverenced the holy Sacrament 
as Divine, and in the neareſt Manner joined, or re- 
lated to Chriſt, but worſhipped ir not as God and 
Chriſt himſelf; or if they worſhipped Chrilt in the 
Sacrament, they ador'd him as preſent there in a | 
peculiar Manner, by his Grace and Divine Spirit, 
(like the Jews of old, worſhipping him by a vi- 
ſible Sign appearing upon the Ark) not in his
